CT STAND TRIAL 
FOR KILLING NASH 


T. B. Harris, Who Shot 
Down Blind Tiger Suspect 
in Raid on Saturday, Now 
Out Under $1,000 Bond. 


NASH DIED LAST NIGHT 
AT THE GRADY HOSPITAL 


Assistant Solicitor E. A. 
Stephens Is Now Making 
a Thorough Investigation. 
Friends Pushing Probe. 


Jonas Nash, blind-tiger suspect, who 
was shot down by Revenue Officer T. 
B. Harris late Saturday afternoon in 
a raid on his home, 112 West Fair street, 
died at 10:30 o’clock last night at the 
Grady hospital, where he had been a 
patient since he was wounded. 

His slayer was arrested by 
sheriffs on Monday afternoon and was 
charged with assault with intent to 
murder. He was released upon giving 
$1,000 bond, and at an early hour this 
morning had not been rearrested fol- 
lowing the death of his victim. 

The solicitor’s office, acting on the 
request of friends of Nash, is making 
a searching investigation, and Monday 
afternoon Assistant Solicitor E. A. 
Stephens said that every effort would 
be made to secure all the light pos- 
sible on the shooting. 

Mr. Stephens stated that only self- 
defense could justify the shooting of

Nash. His offense, at its greatest, he | 


pointed out, could not have been more 


than a misdemeanor. 
Charge of Murder. 

When informed of the death of Nash 
last night by The Constitution Mr. 
Stephens stated that in all probability 
a charge of murder would be made 
against the revenue officer, as soon as 
the grand jury meets. 

D. C. Yellowley, who is in charge of 
the internal revenue department here, 
stated last night that the case would 
be removed to the federal courts and 
that the state courts would have no 
jurisdiction over the matter. In cases 
where a federal officer is involved, 
while in the performance of his duty, 
he ‘has the privilege of electing a trial 
in the United States -court. 

T. B. Harris could not be reached last 
night for a statement as to his side 
of the case, but he stated immediately 
after the shooting that it was a clear 
case of self-defense and that he did 
not shoot until he was forced to do 
so in order to save his own life. 

Story of Harris. 

Harris informed Chief Mayo that 
Nash had come out of the house with 
a large bottle filled with booze and 
had started to smash the bottle. He 
was ordered to drop the bottle by the 
revenue officer, and then, according to 
Harris, advanced upon him with an ax. 
and swung at him with it. Then, said 
Harris, he fired to protect his life. 

Nash was shot by the officer during 
a raid on his home by officers in search 
of whisky. The raid was made by 
Deputy Revenue Collectors T. B. Harris, 
J. A. Henderson, C. L. Freeman and 
G. 8. Alexander, detailed from the in- 
ternal] revenue department. They were 
accompanied by Mounted Policemen 
Lon Evans and Sam Webb.

London, July 2.—Sir Herbert Beer- 
bohm Tree, the actor died tonight. 

Sir Herbert, who had made many pub- 
lic appearances since his return from 
the United States doin addresses 
describing his experiences America, 
had been ill for several days. 

It was announced that he had suc- 
cessfully undergone an operation and, 
according to latest reports, he was 
making satisfactory progress toward 
recovery. His death, announced tonight, 
was therefore somewhat unexpected. 

A friend who visited Sir Herbert 
today found him, as he described it, 
“as well as ever.” This evening, how- 
ever, he had a heart attack and the 
end came very quickly, the famous actor 
dying at 8 o’clock. 

Sir Herbert had'a slight accident 
He slipped while descending 
@ stair case and strained the ligaments 
of his right knee. He underwent an 
operation June 21 which proved to be 


somewhat serious, but was expected to: 


lead to his complete recovery. The at- 


tending surgeons, however, insisted 
upon the cancellation of all Sir Her- 
bert’s engagements so that he could en- 
joy complete seclusion and rest. 


Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree, a popular 
figure on the stage in London for’ near- 
ly forty years, was the best known in 
the United States of the English actor- 
managers. Sir Herbert appeared in 
New York last winter in an adapta- 
tion of Thackeray’s Colonel Newcome 
and returned to London late in May. 
Sir Herbert was the manager of His 
Majesty S theater and was president of 
the Theatrical Managers’ association, 
succeeding the late Sir Henry Irving 
in that capacity. 

The son of Julius Beerbohm, a grain 
merchant, Sir Herbert was born in 
London December 17, 1853. He was 
educated in England and in Germany 
and in 1870 entered his father’s office. 
Soon afterward he became interested 
in amateur theatricals and gradually 
drifted into the profession, appearing 
in various London theaters as an ama- 
teur in 1876. In the next few years his 
aged ee on the English stage was firm- 
ty established and in 1883 he made a

Negro Women With Children. 


The fire started about 6 o’clock this 
evening and spread rapidly. Soon 
flames, visible for miles, were shoot- 
ing into the sky. Hundreds of negro 
women, most of them carrying ‘bundles 
that held their most precious belong- 
ings and leading small children, fled 
across the bridge to shelter and safety 
with friends on the Missouri side. 

Telephone wires were cut early in 
the evening. As telegraph and tele- 
phone poles caught fire other wires 
went down. 

The mobs in East St. Louis were 
swelled by hundreds of people who ear- 
ly in the evening crossed the river from 
St. Louis, Mo. This added such a men- 
ace to the situation that at 8:30 o’clock 
the bridges were closed. This forced 
hundreds of residents of suburban 
towns to stay in St. Louis for the 
night. 

As soon as street car traffic ended 
at 7 p. m, crowds walked across the 
bridge into East St. Louis by the thou- 
sands. 

The mobs got into a lynching mood 
tonight. One negro was strung up on 
a pole, but was rescued just in time 
to save his life. Soldiers rescued still 
another negro who was being dragged 
through the streets. 

The rioting is a recrudescence of race 
troubles that occurred here a month 
ago, following the importation of large 
numbers of negro laborers from the 
south. 

White women and girls, joining with 
the men, dragged negro women from 
the street cars in the downtown dis- 
ric 

At six o’clock white mobs began to 
set fire to the homes in the negro 
quarter, and at 7:15 twenty houses were 
burning. 

White Girls Drag Negro Woman. 


Two young white tonight board- 
ed a street car and dragged a negro 
woman to the street. The negro woman 
attempted to break away, but one of 
the young. girls took off her shoe and 
pounded her over the head. National 
guardsmen rescued her. 

At 8:30 o’clock . mob of 300 armed 
men charged into, negro district on 
Third street with “Geantnar torches.

State Troopers Disarmed. 


State troopers were disarmed by the 
mobs in many instances and together 
with the police seemed powerless be- 
fore the rioters. 

The disorder, which began when a 
mob of two hundred negroes fired on 
an automobile load of policemen last 
night, en one, reached a climax 
in the broad aylight this afternoon. In 
this outbreak three negro men and one 
white man were killed, two white men 
and two negroes were shot and wound- 
ed, and twenty-three others so badly 
beaten and stoned that they were taken 
to hospitals. 

Tonight, with the saloons closed and 
street car service stopped by order of 
the authorities, national guardsmen be- 
gan escorting truck loads of negroes 
across the river. 

The two white men who were shot 
and the one who was killed were vic- 
tims of stray bullets.

GUARDSMEN SENT

When a report came to military au- 
thorities that negro inhabitants at 
Brooklyn, IIll., a city entirely populated 
by negroes, were moving on East St. 
Louis, a truck full of guardsmen was 
sent to the “black” bridge to meet any 
attack that might be attempted. 

At the same time another truck load 
of soldiers was rushed to a corner near 
the postoffice, where negroes, barricad- 
ed in upstairs quarters, had been firing 
at soldiers standing guard in the street 


below. 
The worst property damage was done

The immediate cause of the rioting 
today was the outbreak of negroes late 
last night, but for several days there 
had been evidences of bad blood, and 
on Saturday night severar minor clashes 
‘between whites and blacks occurred. 

Negroes Fire on Officers. 

The clashes Saturday night apparent- 
ly alarmed the negro quarter of the 
| city, or at least gave agitators-.a chance 
to organize the blacks for fighting. 
| When word was telephoned to police 
ringing of a 
church bell had called the armed ne- 
groes together, an automobile loaded 
with police left for the scene to dis- 
perse the crowd. The officers were 
greeted with a volley. Detective Ser- 
geant Coppedge was killed and three 
policemen were wounded. One detec- 
tive, Frank Wodley, now is in the hos- 
pital in a critical condition. The po- 
lice chauffeur also was wounded. Jay 
Long, a white man, was wounded in an 
earlier attack. , 

Police reinforcements early this 
morning dispersed the mob of negroes 
rand shortly after 3 a. m. Mayor Moll- 
man asked Governor Lowden to send 
national guardsmen here to preserve 
order. 

Two companies of the guard arrived 
about 9:30 and were assigned to duty 
in the negro quarter. Up to that hour 
the streets were quiet and it seemed as 
though the day would pass quietly. 

The first trouble occurred when a 
negro appeared at Broadway and Col- 
linsville avenue, one of the busiest cor- 
ners in the city, and an important street 
car transfer point. A white man fired 
at him five times. Two of. the shots 
took effect, one in the arm and one in 
the leg. As the crowd, thinking the 
negro was dead, fell back, he jumped 
up and ran. 

A little later a white man standing 
in front of the Illmo hotel, fired at a 
negro, but missed him and wounded a 
white man, Louis Haege, aged 65. 

Mob Cowed Officers. 


The police arrested the man who fired 
the shot, but the threatening mob farc- 
ed the officers to release him. 

e of the national guard companies 
then was ordered from the negro quar- 
ter to the business section, but the ar- 
rival of the troops seemed to arouse 
the increasing mobs to further aggres- 
sion. 

No accurate count of the number of 
negroes attacked was obtainable, many, 
of course, getting away with slight in- 
juries. 

At 1:30 the rioting grew more serious. 
A car was stopped, the trolley pulled 
from the wire and a mob invaded the 
coach. One negro was taken off and 
shot. He died in an ambulance. While 
this disturbance was raging another 
car appeared. The car was halted and 
women and girls boarded it, and seiz- 
ing negro women, dragged them into 
the streets, where they were beaten. 

A few minutes later one black was 
shot in the head. Another negro man 
died in an ambulance from a wound in 
the head. 

Some of the men in the mob began to 
fire. William Keyser, a hardware mer- 
chant, was killéd by a stray bullet. 

One negro was shot and killed as he 
was waiting for a train to take him out 
of town. 

About 5 o’clock a mob raided a pawn 
shop and carried away rifles and re- 
volvers. 


Race Troubles Began in May. 


The race troubles here began late 
in May as a result of the heavy influx 
of negro labor. Labor leaders then ex- 
— a fear that the negro labor was 

eing imported to ‘break anticipated 
strikes during the summer. 

On May 28 a crowd of white men de- 
manded of the city council that the ne- 
gro immigration be stopped. After the 
meeting adjourned race riots occurred. 

The next day state troops arrived. 
There was considerable disturbance 
the night of May 29, two white men 
and three negroes being shot, but with- 
in a day or two order was restored and 
a few days later the troops were. with- 
drawn. 

An investigation by the state coun- 
cil of defense was made and they re- 
ported that labor agents had induced 
negroes to come here from the south. 
This report was made public last Satur- 
day. Up to that time there had been 
no sertous indications of a renewal of 
the rioting.

KERENSKY APPEALS 


TO ALL RUSS ARMIES. 

Petrograd, July 2.—War Minister 
Kerensky has issued an appeal to all 
the Russian armies to take the of- 
fensive. He says that Austria and Ger- 
many have replied to Russia’s appeal 
to all democracies in favor of peace by 
the dishonorable proposal that Russia 
should conclude a separate peace which 
would enable them to crush Russia's 
western allies. 

On Russia’s rejection of the proposal, 
the enemy, says the war minister, 
threatened an offensive against Russia 
and the freedom of the country and 
the revolution itself were in danger. 
The appeal concludes: 

“Every day's delay strengthens the 
enemy. That is why we appeal to our 
armies to take the offensive. Let all 
the world know that it was not from 
weakness that we talked of peace. Let 
it be Known that liberty increases our 
military strength. All Russia will bless 
your exploits in behalf of liberty, your 
country’s future and an honorable and 
lasting peace.” 


PRISONERS TAKEN 
BY THE RUSSIANS 
RUN TO THOUSANDS 


Petrograd, July 2.—Russian troops 
have captured Koniuchy, on the Gali- 


cian front, together with 164 officers 
and 8,400 men, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

The Russian official announcement 
says that the Russians have advanced 
to the Koniuchy stream and also have 
captured seven heavy guns. Teuton 
prisoners continue to be brought in. 

The number of prisoners taken in 
the various sectors on Sunday is more 
than 10,000. Southwest of Brzezany 
the Russians occupied strongly forti- 
fied positions of the enemy. 

The statement says some of the Rus- 
sian detachments suffered severe 
losses, especially in officers. 

The official announcement reads as 
follows: 

“Western (Russian) Front: In the 
direction of Kovel (Volhynia), in the 
region of Rudkasitorichskaya, our 
scouts, under command of four officers, 
after destroying the fire entanglements 
by mines, penetrated the enemy’s 
trenches, ‘killed some of their occu- 
pants and captured a number of pris- 
oners. According to the testimony of 
prisoners, the Austrians knew of our 
attack from two deserters, Senior Non- 
Commissioned Officer Karsokin and Pri- 
vate Kolotuinov. An _ investigation is 
being made by the authorities cf the 
Ecreruagent to which the soldiers named 
elonged. 

‘In the direction of Zlochoff, after 
two days’ artillery preparation, our 
troops attacked the Austro-German po- 
sitions on the Koniuchy-Byshk front. 
After a severe engagement they occu- 
pied three lines of trenches and the for- 
tified village of Koniuchy, and advanced 
to the Koniuchy stream to the south 
of the village of the same name. 

“As a result of the engagement on 
Sunday, 164 officers and 8,400 soldiers 
have been counted so far as prisoners 
We also took seven guns and seven 
machine guns. Prisoners continue to 
come in. 

“Southwest of Brzezany, after artil- 
lery preparation, our troops attacked 
the strongly fortified position of the 
enemy, 
cupied them at places. Germans and 
Turks made counter attacks and formi- 
dable positions changed hands con- 
stantly. 

“On Sunday we captured on this front 
nine officers and 1,700 Germans, Aus- 
trians and Turks. Some of our detach- 
ments sustained severe losses, especial- 
ly of officers. 

“Altogether on Sunday we took pris- 
oner 173 officers and more than 10,000 
soldiers. We also captured seven guns 
and seven machine guns. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF VILLAGE. 


Berlin, aay 2.—(Via London.)—The 
German official “statement issued today 
says that the Galician village of 
Koniuchy was lost yesterday to the 
Russians, but that the Russian mass 
attack was “caught up in a barring 
position.” <A fresh Russian attack 
against this position, the statement 
adds, was frustrated.

RUSSIANS STORMED 
AUSTRIAN POSITIONS. 


Vienna, July 2.—(Via London.)—The 
official communication from general 
headquarters issued today reads: 


“Between the NarayuvKa and Stripa 
rivers the enemy posses sag threw dense 
infantry masses into the battle in his 
usual reckless way, indifferent to the 
heavy losses which our artillery ~ 
already inflicted on him. He shed 
his assaulting waves forward into hand 
to hand conflicts, continuously e loy- 
ing close masses of reserves. At least 
twenty infantry divisions gradually 
came to grips with our troops. 

“On the whole of a fifty-kilometer 
fighting front an infantry Dattle raged 
with utmost violence and bitterness. 
During these engagements the enemy 
was for the greater part repulsed be- 
fore our first-line trenches. 

“The heaviest masse dattacks were 
directed against the region south of 
Brzezany and at Koniuchy, where the 
Russians were repulsed in our barring 
positions. All the enemy attacks were 
repulsed, including those made today 
to push forward in these regions. The 
suffered exceedingly heavy 
losses.

Exemptions, and President 
Warns Boards They Must 
Show No Partiality. 


PROCESS OF SELECTION | 
TO BE ANNOUNCED LATER 


September 1 Is the Tenta- 
tive Date for Calling Men 
to Colors for Training, and 
It Is Believed There Will 
Be No Serious Delay. 


Washington, July 2.—Preparation for 
the mobilization of the first contingent 
of 625,000 troops of the national army 
advanced another step today when 
President Wilson promulgated the reg- 
ulations to govern exemptions from mil- 
itary service. 

Local and appeal exemption boards 
already have been appointed and the 
issuance of the regulations will permit 
them to organize immediately and pre- 
pare for the concluding phases of the 
task of getting the men under train- 
ing for duty in France. 

In the order in which they must 
come there are three steps in the or- 
ganization process of the national army 
as prescribed by congress. 

They are registration, selection and 
exemption. The first step has been 
carried through and approximately 10,- 
000,000 men between 21 and 31 years 
of age have been registered. The regu- 
lations issued today cover in detail the 
operation of the third step, exemp- 
tion. 

_Information concerning 
step in the series, however, still is lack- 
ing and officials are guarding closely 
the method by which selection is to be 
applied. 

The Selection Process Later. 

The exemption regulations announced 
that the boards will be advised of the 
selection process later, although none 
of the steps prescribed except the or- 
ganization of the boards can be car- 
ried on until the selection machinery 
has furnished the names of the men of 
whose fitness and desirability for army 
service the boards are to judge. There 
is one hint, however, as to how the 
selection machinery is to work. The 
local boards are directed upon organi- 
zation to take over from the registra- 
tion precincts the cards and lists of 
the men registered on June 5 and as 
their first duty to provide a serial num- 
ber for. each registration card. This 
has given support to the belief that 
the selection drawing was to be made | 
in Washington. 

Presumably the process of selection 
will be announced only a short time 
before it is put in operation. When 
that will be is not known. September 
1 has been the tentative date set for

The 
first ten thousand of the forty thou- 
sand men at the camps will be selected 
for commissions in the first increment 
of the new army.

The war department today approved 
recommendations of commanders oO 
regular regiments which will commis- 
sion 3,000 or more regulat 
missioned officers to be captains 
lieutenants in the first 625,000 of 
national army. It is understood 
more than fifty men from each 
ment, in addition to those now at the 
officers’ training camps, will be given 
commissions for the period of the war. 

A trained and experienced regular 
officer will command each regiment 
of the national army. To aid him he 
will have several other regular offi- 
cers experienced in particular , lines, 
such as his adjutant, at least one major, 
his ordnance and quartermaster offi- 
cers and some others. The remainder 
of the officers will come from the re- 
serve lists, the training camps or the 
ranks of the regular service.

ANNOUNCED BY WILSON

Exemptions regulations add little to 
the terms of the draft law, the ques- 
tion of whether a tan between the 
ages of 21 and 30 is entitled to ex- 
emption because of dependents, the na 
ture of his occupation or physical un- 
fitness being for the boards to decide 
after proper investigation.

Men to Be Called September 1. 

In the near future a date will be 
set by Brigadier General Crowder, pro- 
vost marshal general, for the meet- 
ing and organization of the boards. 
At the same time it is expected that 
the regulations will be promulgated 
so that the process may be put under 
way without delay. The present in- 
tention is to call the men selected to 
the colors’ about September 1, or as 
soon thereafter as the cantonments to 
house them can be completed. 

In a statement accompanying the an- 
nouncement of the regulations, the 
president called upon the boards to 
do their work fearlessly and impar- 
tially and to remember that “our 
armies at the front will strength- 
ened and sustained if they be com- 
posed of men free from any sense of 
injustice in their mode of selection.” 

The statement follows: 

“The regulations which I 
causing to be promulgated, pursuant 
to the direction of the selective serv- 
ice law, cover the remaining steps of 
the plan for calling into the service 
of the United States qualified men 
from those who have registered: those 
selected as the result: of this process 
to contribute, with the regular army, 
the national guard and the navy, the 
fighting forces of the nation, all of 
which forces are under the terms of 
the law placed in a position of equal 
right, dignity and responsibilitv with 
the members of all other’ military 
forces. 

“The regulations have been drawn 
with a view to the needs and circum- 
stances of the whole country and pro- 
Vide a system which it is expected will 
work with the least inequality and 
personal hardship. Any svstem of se- 
lecting men for military service, 
whether voluntary or involuntary in 
its operation, necessarily selects some 
men to bear the burden of danger 
sacrifice for the whole nation.

Boards Urged to Be Just. 


“The successful operation of this law 
and of these regulations depends nec- 
essarily upon the loyalty, patriotism 
and justice of the members of the 
boards to whom its operation is com- 
mitted, and I admonish every mem- 
ber of every local board and of every 
district board to review. that their 
duty to their country requires an im- 
partial and fearless performance of 
the delicate and difficult duties in- 
trusted to them. They should remem- 
ber as to each individual case pre- 
sented to them that they are called 
upon to adjudicate the most sacred 
rights of the individual and to pre- 
serve untarnished the honor of the 
nation. 

“Our armies at the front will be 
strengthened and sustained if they are 
composed of men free from any sense of 
injustice jin their mode of selection, 
and they will be inspired to loftier 
efforts in behalf of a country which 
the citizens called upon to perform high 
public functions perform them with 
justice, fearlessness and impartiality.” 

Upon organizing, the- local boards 
will take over from the registration 
boards all registration cards, which 
they will number serially and list for 
posting to public view. Then, after 
having been advised of the method 
by which the order of liability for serv- 
ice shall he determined and of the 
quota to be drawn from its territory 
(minus credits for enlistments in the 
national guard or regular army) each 
board will prepare a list of persons 
designated for service in the order of 
their liability, post the list, give it to 
the press and within three davs send 
notice to each designated person by 
mail. 

As the men so notified 
hoards first will make a 
amination in accordance 
regulations to be provided, bearing 
in mind that all persons accepted hy 
them will be re-examined bv army sur- 
reons.

COTTON’S BROADENING SPHERE 


Nathaniel T. McGrane, New York, presi- 
dent of the largest twine distributing firm 
perhaps in the world, in a communication 
appearing in another column of this page, 
calls attention to the effect the war has had 
in popularizing the use of cotton and forc- 
ing it into hitherto unknown purposes to 
which it has proven eminently adapted. 

“For nearly twenty years,” he says, “we 
have fought for cotton to be used as a sub- 
stitute for linen, flax, hemp or jute in twines 
and cords,” and ‘at last, he declares, “ne- 
cessity has forced some to try cotton, who 
never before would dare attempt its use,” 
the result being that cotton has been demon- 
strated to be even superior in many respects 
to some yor the materials of which these 
maufactured commodities. were formerly 
made. 

Perhaps there is not another raw product, 
unless it be iron, capable of such diversified 
uses a8 cotton; and its limit is yet far from 
reached. 

Up to a few years ago nobody thought 
of cotton as having any value save in the 
fibre; whereas now it is known to be one 
of the richest of food plants, both for man 
and beast—its seed being superlatively rich 
in protein, roughage and oil. 

And while cotton is selling 
figure hardly to be expected to maintain in 
peace times, the broadening of the sphere 
of the product due to the necessity brought 
on by war has been such that after the war 
and for all time cotton bids fair to reign 
in more regal fashion than ever before.

THE BEAR STRIKES AGAIN. 


That the Russian bear, as the news re- 
ports show, has so far recovered his old 
vigor as to be able to fight again; and that 
he is fighting with power and strength, is 
occasion for general and genuine thankful- 
ness among the anti-Teutonic allies. 

“Russia’s new offensive is now fully un- 
der way,” says the day’s Associated Press 
report, “and in twenty-four hours’ fighting 
8,564 prisoners have been taken.” 

That bit of news is of vastly more sig- 
nificance than a similar account of a day’s 
fighting on the western front. 

First, it shows that the Russian fighting 
spirit is returning; that the Russian senti- 
ment and the Russian attitude toward the 
war are rounding back splendidly in oppo- 
sition to a separate peace. And it also is 
highly significant in that it means that in 
order to combat an offensive movement on 
the eastern front Germany will be com- 
pelled to return to the Russian frontier a 
strong armed force now engaged against 
the French and British on the western fight- 
ing line. 

Ever since the overthrow of the Russian 
czar the country has been in such a state 
of unrest, and its military so disorganized, 
that things on the eastern front have been 
so quiescent as to permit Germany to with- 
draw a large portion of its eastern forces 
with which to strengthen its opposition to 
the aggressive British and French armies on 
the west. 

But with Russia again fighting, and so 
furiously as the reports indicate, Germany’s 
eastern front becomes again so alarmingly 
jeopardized that again its forces will have 
to be divided between the two battle lines, 
east and west. 

The fact that even in the face of Ger- 
many’s reinforced opposition in the west the 
allies have been able to push on and on— 
slowly but surely, and suffering no serious 
setback—only indicates what sort of news 
we may reasonably expect from both fronts, 
now that the opposition forces must be di- 
vided. 

It certainly looks as though the weight 
that the United States soon will be able to 
throw into the balance ought to be sufficient 
to turn Hindenburg’s slow retirement into a 
rout. At any rate, the end of the war wil] 
come much more speedily now than it could 
have come with Russia in the role of a non- 
combatant.

Yet reluctantly but frankly we must 
confess that this same old reliable is capable 
of doing a powerful amount of harm when 
abused. And it is abuse to take salts when 
you merely require a laxative. 

Under certain ctrcumstances nothing can 
be substituted for salts when definite results 
are to be obtained. By salts we mean Epsom, 
Rochelle, Glauber’s, Carlsbad, phosphate of 
soda, citrate of soda, in fact any saline ca- 
thartic, natural or artificial, plain, effer- 
vescent or disguised. But each and every 
kind of salts will do much harm if habitually 
or frequently taken merely to move. the 
bowel. 

The action of salts, no matter which kind, 
is very simple to explain. The saline has an 
affinity for water and draws water from the 
lining of the bowel. This, of course, causes 
irritation, to which the bowel 
increased activity. Imagine 
daily irritation of this kind 
of many months or years! 

Some of the salts, no matter 
will be absorbed into the blood and 
nated through the kidneys.

English 
allies for 349 days during the Criméan war, 
Todleben devoted 15 vears to Kramnstadt’s 
defenses, profiting by his wide expertence at 
Sebastopol The fortifications are in the 
main low, thickly-armored earthworks with 
large caliber Krupp guns There are three 
well-equipped harbors—the naval, tmiddle 
and commercial. 

“Guarding the approach to Petrograd, 
which is 19 miles to the east, Kronstadt is 
also the chief station of Russia's Baltie fleet.
